He said he re- 
mained committed to Arab solidarity and was prepared to resume diplom- 
atic relations with the five Arab states with which Egypt broke ties after 
they attacked his peace move. 


UN. group recommends South African sanctions 


UNit jkp NATIONS, May 2 (R). — United Nations members agreed 
without dissent today to recommend economic sanctions, including 
an oil embargo, against South Africa. A committee of the whole 
membership established by the General assembly to deal with the 
problem of Namibia (South West Africa) approved the recommen- 
dation my 88 affirmative votes. Eighteen countries, Including the 
western members of the Security Council, which are trying to 
work out a Namibia settlement with South Africa and black guer- 
rilla leaders, abstained. 


Mr. Sadat drew cheers from 
20,000 workers in a Cairo sub- 
urb when he said in a speech 
that he was ordering a cabin- 
et reshuffle. 

The government changes, 
which well-informed sources 
said would not affect either 
the foreign or defence ministri- 
es, will follow expressions of 
public impatience with foe go- 
vernment's conduct of domes- 
tic affairs.

Mr. Sadat praised President 
Carter for his Middle East pe- 
ace efforts and called the U.S. 

But 
the Egyptian president accused 
Israeli premier Menachem Be- 
gin of being intransigent 

Mr. Sadat also said Egypt’s 
peace initiative was constant- 
ly growing. 

He said foe trouble with Is- 
rael was that it still did not 
have the courage to take foe 
necessary decisions following 
his visit fo Jerusalem last No- 
vember. “It is the earthquake 
of my peace initiative -** they 
still seem fo he shaken by it” 
he said. 

Israel was trying to see how 
it could reduce the effect of 
Egypt’s peace moves, but the 
whole world, including thous- 
ands of Israelis, now support- 
ed Egypt and this should be a 
warning fo Israel, he said.

U.S.-Soviet declaration 
“only” basis for peace 

Arafat tells N.Y. Times 

NEW YORK, May 2 (R). — Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat 
was quoted by the New York Times today as saying the only 
possible Middle East solution was for the United States and 
foe Soviet Union to provide guarantees for both Israel and a 
Palestinian state. 

^Mr. Arafat, chairman of the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
sation (PLO) said in an interview Israel would have nothing 
fo fear from a new Palestinian state which, be added, would 
have fo start from nothing and would be preoccupied with its 
own problems. 

Mr. Arafat said the Sovi et- Am eri can declaration of last 
October 1 could be a fundamental basis for a realistic settle- 
ment. The declaration said the two powers wanted to ensure 
the legitimate rights of the Palestinian people and they would 
help guarantee foe security of the borders between Israel and 
neighbouring Arab states. 

The interview was given in Beirut to New York Times 
columnist Anthony Lewis who -said the comments appeared 
fo go beyond anything the PLO leader had said previously 
about the possibility of co-existing with Israel tha£ is, accep- 
ting Israel as a nation.

Proposal 

Political leaders today dis- 
cussed a proposal by Socialist 
Party secretary Bettino Cra- 
xi aimed at persuading the 
Red Brigades to free Mr. Moro. 

He was responding to em- 
otional letters written by foe 
61-year-old Christian Democ- 
ratic Party president from ca- 
ptivity appealing for a priso- 
ner exchange so he could be 
released. 

After conferring wifo Chris- 
tian Democratic Premier Giu- 
lio Andreotti, Mr. Craxi said 
tie recommended an act of cl- 
emency by the Republic so Mr. 
More could be freed. 

He did not elaborate but 
well-informed sources said he 
tentatively suggested foe re* 
lease of a leftwing extremist 
who had had a baby in jaiL 

There was no public reaction 
but Italy’s two biggest par- 
ties. foe Christian Democrats 
and Communists, did not favo- 
ur the idea, reliable sources 
said.

Mr. Andreotti’s government 
has consistently refused fo gi r 
ve way to Red Brigades dema- 
nds that 13 extremists be fre- 
ed in return for liberating Mr. 
Moro. 


NABLUS CURFEW 
LIFTED 


TEL AVIV, May 2 (R). —A 
seven day limited curfew 
was lifted today In Nablus 
In the occupied West Bank 
after Israeli forces comple- 
ted a search tor Palestinian 
guerrillas suspected of atta- 
cking a tourist bus. 

Two young West Germans 
were killed and six Injured 
in the attack last week. 

Israeli security forces do- 
sed off various sections of 
the town -- largest and 
most mllitantly pro- Palesti- 
nian -- to permit a house 
to house search. 

The curfew was lifted for 
two hours each day to per- 
mit residents to purchase 
food and other essential 
items. 

Many residents were det- 
ained tor questioning but 
most were released, accord- 
ing to military sources. 


Rhodesia lifts ban on 
radical nationalists 


SALISBURY, May 2 (R). — 

Rhodesia’s interim government 
today appealed to black guer- 
rilla fighters to lay down their 
arms and said it was lifting a 
long-standing ban on foe ZA* 
NU and ZAPU nationalist mo- 
vements. 

A statement issued after a 
day-long meeting of the multi- 
racial government's executive 
council said that “the time has 
now come to bring an. end to 
the .fighting.** 

The Council said it had been 
in contact with foe guerrillas 
and most of them now believed 
the battle for majority rule 
had already been won. 

The Council also said plans 
were being made fo register 
all Rhodesians over 18 for foe 
one-man, one-vote elections pr- 
omised under the March agree- 
ment setting up the interim 
government- 


It added: “Majority rule 
one-man, one-vote -- is what 
the people have been pressing 
for for many years. It was the 
objective of foe fighting which 

has cost so many lives. This _ 

objective has now been achie- _ length about his peace^initiati- 
ved and foe time has therefore ve. which he described as an 


bad abandoned his commitme- 
nt to the Arab cause. 

lf We still stand firm by our 
principles which we have dec- 
lared before the Knesset (the 
Israeli parliament which he ad- 
dressed last November) and in 
the Israelis* home,” he said. 

These principles were full 
Israeli withdrawal from occup- 
ied (Arab) territories and foe 
right of Palestinians to self- 
determination and fo establish 
their state on their land, he 
said. 

“We shall never give up th- 
ese principles.” Mr. Sadat ad- 
ded. 

Hard work 

The last Egyptian governm- 
ent reshuffle occurred in last 
November 1977, when the foen- 
Foreign Minister, Ismail Fahmi, 
resigned in opposition fo Pre- 
sident Sadat’s visit to Jerusa- 
lem. 

Mr. Sadat said foe ministers 
in foe reshuffled cabinet should 
shoulder their responsibilities 
and not be a afraid to 
decisions. ■ 

“Being a minister today is 
not an ambition or a goal in 
itself, It is hard work,” he said. 
“The ministers should face cri- 
ticism both inside and outside 
foe People's Assembly (parlia- 
ment).” 

Ministers should not be af- 
raid or be influenced by “inte- 
llectual terrorism,*’ Mr. Sadat 
said in an apparent reference 
to press campaigns particular- 
ly in opposition newspapers, ag- 
ainst various government dep- 
artments. 

He gave no details of foe 
ministries he wanted change 
but well-informed sources have 
said foreign affairs and defe- 
nce would not be affected. 

Opposition press reports had 
suggested that Premier Salem 
would be replaced. But since 
Mr. Sadat said he was asking 
the prime minister himself fo 
reshuffle the cabinet, analysts 
said replacement of Mr. Salem 
could now be ruled out. 

Mr. Sadat said foe reshuff- 
led government would have to 
devote its efforts to increas- 
ing production, lowering prices 
and raising wages. 

Welcome solidarity 

President Sadat said he was 
still committed fo Arab soli- 
darity and was prepared fo re- 
sume diplomatic relations wifo 
Arab states which attacked 
his peace initiative. 

"I have welcomed and will 
welcome all eFforts exerted 
now fo restore Arab solidari- 
ty,” he said/ 

Mr. Sadat said any summit 
must define an Arab position 
and an Arab policy. “One thing 
we will not accept is having 
the Egyptian people insulted 
for their sacrifies and foe eco- 
nomic difficulties they live un- 
der while- others -- how iro- 
nic.-'- live in luxury.” 

The president said that al- 
though Israel had offered fo 
return ’"99 per cent of Sinai” 
-- Egypt had refused, pending 
Israeli agreement fo withdraw 
from occupied Arab territory 
on all three fronts and recog- 
nise Palestinian rights.

Somebody should tell Jimmy Carter that the 
presidential campaign ended a year and a half ago, 
and he doesn't have to go around anymore saying 
silly things and making grandiose pledges that only 
embarrass and degrade Him in the eyes of thinkin g 
people. For a man who appears to have summoned 
forth a refreshing amount of fortitude in his 
determination to get the Middle East military planes 
package sale through Congress, he has taken the 
visit of Israeli Premier Menacbem Begin to the U.S. 
as an opportunity to genuflect faithfully before the 
altar of Zionism. 

But Mr. Carter’s performance -- unlike his 
intentions -- has been thoroughly ungraceful, and 
possibly even inept His pledge to Mr. Begin about 
guaranteeing Israel’s security for ever and ever is 
something he hardly had a chance to avoid during 
Israel’s 30th anniversary celebrations. But Mr. Carter 
is being sucked deeper into the maelstrom of Zionist 
security-consciousness, a maelstrom from which few 
mortals have emerged ethically intact. 

Israel’s security is not in doubt - - because it 
obviously has military superiority over the Arabs 
today, and because the Arabs have come to accept ! 
the principle of Israeli statehood, in Resolution 242 I 
and elsewhere. Thus for Mr. Carter to reach ever ; 
greater heights of drama and degrees of emphasis 
in pledging to support the security and survival .of 
Israel Is only a demonstration that Mr. Carter has' 
fallen deeper and deeper into the Israeli web of 
"security”. The question that holds up a Middle East 
peace is not Israel’s security - - it is the Palestinians’ 
rights and the occupation of Arab territory. And on 
both counts, it is the massive support of the United 
States that allows Israel to keep these matters 
unresolved. 

Mr. Carter so far has proved to be a president of 
many faces and many moods. While there is wide- 
spread feeling in the Arab World that he is a man of 
good intentions, Mr. Carter has the nasty habit of 
slipping back into his dazed state of pledging 
unending support for Israel. 

Mr. Carter is supposed to snap the Israelis out of 
their insatiable security mania, not fall into it himself.

Consultative Council forms two new committees, 
will meet with Badran Monday 

AMMAN, May 2 (JNA). — Prime Minister Mudar Badran 
will meet with the members of the National Consultative 
Council next Monday to brief them on domestic and 
foreign affairs, the prime minister’s office announced 
today. The council held a session today attended by the 
prime minister and a number of cabinet members. Mr. 
Badran told council members the government would 
welcome- their advice and suggestions. During the ses- 
sion, the members elected an eight-man Agricultural 
Committee and a Public Services Utilities Committee of 
14 members.

JTV to feature daily French programme 

AMMAN, May 2 (JNA). — A Franco-Jordanian televi- 
sion cooperation programme was signed at the Ministry 
of Information here Sunday. Under the agreement, Jor- 
dan Television will allocate a daily one-hour programme 
in French on channel 6 that includes a news bulletin.

Radar-equipped patrol cars to catch speedsters 

AMMAN, May 2 (JNA). — Radar-equipped patrol cars 
will be on the lookout for speedsters on Jordan's high- 
ways and downtown streets starting Thursday. The cars, 
a gift- from West Germany to the Traffic Department, 
will be equipped with cameras to take pictures of vehi- 
cles contravening the speed limit, which will also record 
the speed of the vehicle and time and date of the viola- 
tion.

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Attorney says Esmail was beaten by guards

TEL AVIV, May 2 (AP). — 
Sami Esmail, an American gr- 
aduate student on trial in Is- 
rael as an alleged member of 
a Palestinian guerrilla group, 
spent a week in solitary con- 
finement and was beaten for 
complaining about 'prison co- 
nditions, -bis attorney asserted 
today.' 

Felicia Langer also claimed 
prison authorities had taken 
notes of her conversations wi- 
th clients and charged this 
was an attempt to keep pris- 
oners from complaining of ov- 
ercrowding and- poor food. 

. A prison authority spokes- 
man denied Esmafl had 
been beaten. “We are not be- 
ating prisoners,” David Zilber- 
man, - assistant in the prison 
commissioner's office claimed. 
He said Esmafl, as an Ameri- 
can held on a security charge. 


was a special case, “and I am 
sane if Sami Esma fl were bea- 
ten 1 would have heard about 
it I deny it.” 1 
Mrs. Langer said she and 
U.S. Consul James Kerr had 
tried to visit Mr. Egma fl at 
Kfar Yona prison last Satur- 
day but were refused. She tried 
again Sunday and saw the 23- 
year-old American, who she 
said was dirty after a week 
in solitary without ba thing fa- 
cilities. 

A U.S. embassy spokesman 
said Kerr had visited Esmail 
Monday and found him in go- 
od health. Esmail had been re- 
leased from solitary and spru- 
ced up for the consul's visit 
but Mrs. Langer said he stfll 
had to serve a second week in 
solitary for refusing to be se- 
arched and allegedly threate- 
ning a guard. 


Mr. Raman, a graduate stu- 
dent at Michigan State Unive- 
rsity who is of Palestinian de- 
scent, has been held without 
bail since last Dec. 21 when 
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he was arrested upon arrival 
at Ben Gurion airport en rou- 
te to see his dying fater in the 
occupied West Bank. 

He has pleaded innocent to 


a charge of membership in the 
Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine and denied 
having taken guerrilla training 
at a PFLP camp in Libya in 
1976. His trial is recessed un- 
til June 7 due to illness in Mrs. 
I .anger's family and (he court's 
overcrowded docket. 

Mrs, Langer said two other 
clients of hers at Kfar Yona 
said they had been beaten and 
confined to tiny solitary cells 
after complaining to her of pri- 
son conditions. 

"This is monstrous,” she 
said. "They beat them because 
the prisoners are complaining 
to me, and the guards can't 
beat me." 

Prison authorities deny the 
beating charge. But they admit 
the prisons are crowded and 
the facilities are old.

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European Community 
signs accord to give 
$ 385 m. to world’s 
poorest countries 

BRUSSELS, Belgium May 2 (AP). The Eilropean Common Market has 
signed an agreement to contribute $385 million in special aid to the poor- 
est countries of the world. It will be the largest contribution in a billion 
dollar package. The United States is giving $375 million and the rest will 
come from seven other countries: Japan, Canada, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Australia and Spain. 


Danish Foreign Minister K. 
B. Andersen. Chairman of the 
Common Market Council of 
Ministers, said that the con- 
tribution of the nine Common 
Market countries is the only 
one that will be going entirely 
through a multinational orga- 
nisation: the International De- 


velopment Association - - IDA. 

Yesterday’s agreement was 
signed by Andersen and Aron 
Roches, a Vice President of 
the World Bank., IDA’s parent 
organisation. 

Because of difficulties in Co- 
ngress, the U.S. contribution 


bill will be given directly to 
the countries that benefit. 

Japan will also distribute 
$114 million in this way. 

The beneficiary countries 
will be the world’s poorest 
largely those where the ave- 
rage production per citizen is 
only $280 a year or less. 


Mondale 
tour to 


begins Asia, Pacific 
boost U.S. influence 


MANILA, Philippines May 2 
(AP). — U.S. Vice President 
Walter Mondale arrived here 
today to begin a tour of five 
Asian and Pacific nations, and 
touched obliquely on the hum- 
an rights issues which have st- 
rained relations between the 
United States and its former 
colony. 

Philippines President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos said in welcoming 
remarks that differences will 
be resolved “in friendly dialo- 
gue.’* 

Mondale flew to Manila from 
Honolulu, and in the next 12 
days will also visit Thailand, 
Indonesia, Australia and New 
Zealand to reaffirm U.S. deter- 
mination to remain a power in 
the region. 

“Where there are values and 


traditions that both our pe- 
oples cherish -- freedom, Indi- 
vidual liberty, human justice, 
democracy and national inde- 
pendence - - I hope my visit 
can contribute to their great- 
er fulfillment.” Mondale said. 

During his two days here. 
Mondale plans to meet, at his 
request, with some unidentifi- 
ed Filipino dissidents. He will 
also meet tomorrow with the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of 
Manila, Jaime Cardinal Sin, 
who has been an outspoken ad- 
vocate of relaxing martial law 
restrictions. 

Marcos referred to the irri- 
tations between the two gov- 
ernments, which include stalled 
negotiations new treaties on 
military and economic rela- 
tions as well as criticism by 


the United States of alleged 
human rights violations by 
Marcos' martial law adminis- 
tration. 

Mondale expressed U.S. sup- 
port for the Association of So- 
utheast Asian Nations (ASE- 
AN), which held its first joint 
trade talks with the United 
States last year. He said the 
United States looks forward 
“to intensifying our consulta- 
tions with ASEAN at all levels 
of mutual interest" 

ASEAN members include the 
Philippines, Indonesia. Singa- 
pore, Malaysia and Thailand. 

Mondale and Marcos have 
only one session of talks she- 
duled. tomorrow morning. Af- 
ter that, they are expected 
to sign an aid agreement that 
U.S. sources said will total $12 
million to $14 million. 


American Jews raise 
outcry over Arab-U.S. 
business meeting 


LOS ANGELES, California May 2 (AP). — A two-day 
meeting between about 100 Arab business leaders and Ameri- 
can executives has concluded amidst charges than the conferees 
are looking for ways to circumvent anti-boycott legislation. 

The session here, which ended with a tour of Disneyland 
last Saturday, was part of a five-city U.S. tour by the Arab 
business leaders that began on April IS in New York and 
concludes tomorrow in Chicago. Conference organisers said 
Playboy magazine publisher Hugh Hefner will host the group 
in Chicago. 

The meetings at the downtown Hilton originally were 
closed to the press but were opened after the American Jewish 
Committee protested in a letter to the U.S.-Arab C hamb er of 
Commerce and sponsoring companies. 

"We are concerned that these meetings are meant to cir- 
cumvent the law,” Neil Sandberg, Western Regional Director 
of the AJC, said. “We’re pleased the meeting was open to the 
media. But we’re going to continue to watch things very care- 
fully to see that American companies do not circumvent the 
law." 

Sandberg contends that Arab countries have blacklisted 
American companies doing business within Israel and have 
tried to extend the boycott to their suppliers --a so-called 
secondary boycott. The recently passed Export Administration 
Act, which prohibits primary and secondary boycotts, was 
much on the mind of delegates here. 

"The Arab boycott is not of a racist or religious nature but 
is a measure designed as defence," said Mohammad All Badeir, 
Chairman of the Federation of Jordanian Chambers of Com- 
merce, who delivered the Arab keynote address on Thursday. ; 
“The boycott has not caused any damage to U.S.-Arab rela- 
tions and we are concerned that this law comes at this time.” , 

Dr. Weldon B. Gibson, Executive Director of SRI later-, 
national, also referred indirectly to the boycott legislation in 
delivering the U.S. keynote address. 

“Perhaps we can find ways t° ease the regulatory and legal j 
problems that hamper us,” Gibson said. “We are kindred souls , 
with our Arab friends with our philsophy of the free enterprise 
system.” 

W. Jones McQuinn, Vice President of Foreign Operations 
for Standard Oil of California, said both the United States and 
Arab nations have something to gain from expanded trade. 

“We are interested in the transfer of their valuable resource 
base, namely oil, for what we have to offer -- technology,” 
McQuinn said. “For our part, we want to learn more about 
(oil) production and pricing policies from our Arab friends.” 

Businessmen from Jordan, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Syria, the 
United Arab Emirates, Lebanon, Egypt Morocco, Libya and 
Oman attended the conference. Among the companies partici- 
pating were Bank of America, Bechtel Corp., Flour Corp., 
Lockheed Corp. and the Ralph M. Parsons Co.

The 
police statement said the lat- 
est riot had lasted four-and- 
a-half hours. 

The GNA said firemen and 
police were today removing the 
charred wrecks of the burned 
vehicles from Lagos streets.

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British Museum exhibit 
traces the lost world 
of our early ancestors 


The discovery of primitive implements which our 
remote ancestors either used in attack or defence, in 
killing anima l s or in wresting food from the ground, 
tAfl us something, but not very much, about their social 
and economic practices. What is known will probably 
be found at a new permanent exhibition at the British 
Museum.

LONDON. (LPS) — About 
three million years are belie- 
ved to have elapsed between 
the emergence of man and his 
first attempts at metalwork- 
ing. Artifacts, grave furnish- 
ings, wall charts and diagra- 
ms, illustrating technological 
progress -- slower than any 
snail's pace - - ov$r this huge 
time span form a new perma- 
nent exhibition, Man Before 
Metals 1 at the British Museum, 
London. 

The very earliest specimens 
are basalt and quartzite cho- 
pping tools. These, related to 
a world we can only guess at, 
reveal how our remotest an- 
cestors suddenly experienced 
a gleam of light, intelligence 
perhaDs, as they picked up 
likely looking stones and by 
cracking one against another 
found a tool or weapon for 
attack or defence, to kill an 
animal or cut up a skin. 

Tools of survival 

imagine depending for your 
survival on any one of the 
quartzite choppers, cleavers 
and hand axes displayed by 
the museum as Acheulean 
tools. These were found by 
the Kalambo Falls, Zambia, 
and are not so much rough as 
menacing. 

By the Middle Palaeolithic 
Age, 100,000 to 300,000 years 
ago, man had discovered how 
to knap flint to make hand 
axes, scrapers and hunting 
r devices- And -75iOOO years ago, 
nok. only j was’ his. .use of ilint 
more sophisticated, but by 
64.000 B.C- (B.C. here denotes 
dates derived from the physi- 
cal method known as Carbon 
14 dating) he was making ne- 
edles - - taking a splinter fr- 
om a bone, rounding it by 
scraning with a se mated flint, 
grinding it on a sandstone 
“rubber*’, burnishing the point 
and surface, and drilling the 
eye with a pointed flint Thus 


a new handskill, that of stitch- 
craft. dawned. 

Throughout the Palaeolithic 
Period (OJd Stone Age) the 
environment alone maintained 
human beings. They took and 
caught what, they needed wi- 
thout upsetting the balance of 
nature. 

But by about 6,000 B£. fo- 
od producing Neolithic comm- 
unities started to spread ac- 
ross EuroDe from the Near 
East where farming had de- 
veloped over the previous 
3,000 years. Small groups or 
tribes settled in regions where 
soil was rich, water supplies 
plentiful and the climate’ fa- 
vourable. Techniques in crop 
rotation and stockbreeding ca- 
lled for new tools and new 
skills. 

Fanning methods 

It is largely through exca- 
vation by experts l sifting the 
soil almost centimetre by ce- 
ntimetre, that we get insights 
into orimitive farming practi- 
ces. At South Street in Wilt- 
shire. southwest England, a 
Neolithic Long Barrow (burial 
mound) of about 2 ,jou B.C 
had been built on formerly 
cultivated land indicated by 
the criss cross pattern of fu- 
rrows made by an ard or light 
plough. Being wooden, no 
actual ploughs of this date 
have been found, but we have 
a wide range of tools and 
equipment used for cultivation 
and food production. 

Our ancestors used heavy: 
axes of flint and stone for 
woodland clearance.-- For- cul- 
tivation they relied not only 
on ploughs but on antler hoes 
and wooden digging sticks, a 
good example of which orig- 
inated from Ehenside Tarn in 
Cumbria, northern England. 
Flint edged sickles were used 
for harvesting cereal crops 
and when the corn was gath- 
ered they stored the grain in 
a pit or in large vessels and 
ground it into flour on stone 


querns. 

Many burial sites -- a re- 
construction of one is a cen- 
trepiece in the exhibition 
have yielded fine examples of 
cooking pots and tableware. 
Occasionally clav spoons or 
ladles are found. The plasti- 
city of the unfired clay toge- 
ther with the smooth surface 
of the pots once fired offered 
a medium for decoration of 
almost unlimited scope, and 
one which could be exploited 
in a domestic setting. 

Riddle of the drums 

Many visitors are astonish- 
ed bv relics which attest to 
the skills shown by Drimitive 
peoples in meeting their phy- 
sical needs and satisfying in- 
ner cravings; also their sub- 
jection to strange gods, sup- 
erstitions or supernatural be- 
liefs. The most surprising ex- 
hibit, and one which the Bri- 
tish Museum’s specialists in 
the Department of Prehistoric 
and Romano-Britisb Antiquiti- 
es cannot explain, consists of 
three beautifully incised chalk 
drums found beside the unbu- 
rnt body of a child in a shal- 
low «rave at Folkton Wold in 
the north of England. 

These solid cylinders, kn- 
own as the Folkton Drums, 
are carved from magnesian 
limestone. They differ in de- 
coration and dimensions, but 
each has sides divided into 
broad and narrow panels with 
an eve motif in two of the 
drums, which is perhaps also 
represented by a generalised 
squiggle on a third. Their tops 
are marked bv circles and 
concentric rings, the largest 
drum displaying also a star 
pattern. 

According to the museum’s 
evaluation: “The organisation 
and techniques of the decora- 
tion find their best match "in 
pottery of the Grooved Ware 
style, datable between 2,400 
and 1,600 B.C. More specific 
affinities with the geometric 
-patterning occur on- beaker £n&\ 
food vessel pottery, and sheet 
goldwork inspired by such ce- 
ramic traditions. TTiis would 
suggest a dated with the Ear- 
ly Bronze Age. perhaps after 
1,800 B.C." 

But what of their functions? 
It is impossible to hold any 
firm view about their ritual, 
symbolic, decorative or even 
toy use. For the present their 
value lies In a no man’s land

between a cultural riddle and 
an intrtguing example of mi- 
nor art. 

Sensational finds 

For all the modem archa- 
eologist’s resources, so much 
remains imprecise about pre- 
historic finds, including some 
of the most sensational. From 
Grime’s Graves, in eastern 
England, the largest Neolithic 
flint mining complex in Eu- 
rope. mystery centres on a 
tiny chalk figurine, that of a 
pregnant woman, found in one 
of the 600 pit shafts there. 

Was she a fertility symbol, 
worshipped in the hope of en- 
suring a continuous supply of 
the silky jet black flint found 
three seams down, and so mu- 
ch coveted bv miners between 
2,500 and 1.400 B.C.? Would 
miracle working powers also 
be attributed to a “God-Dolly", 
a little carved wooden figure 
recovered from a trackway in 
western England which occu- 
pies the same case in the mu- 
seum as the goddess of Gri- 
me’s? 

We do not know, and pro- 
bably never will. But what 
excites one at this exhibition 
is the sight of objects belong- 
ing ro the lost world of our 
ancestors which were as vital 
to them as anything from ca- 
rs to combine harvesters, te- 
levision sets to telephones, 
-which' -we cherish : today. - 
■ There are choice examples 
of the earliest British pottery 
from 3.000 to 1.800 B.C. shown 
in juxtaposition with painted 
ware from the Ukraine. Fine 
specimens of Danish flintcraft 
of 2,000 B.C. include daggers 
and sickles. A painting shows 
a full scale reconstruction of 
a timber framed daub walled 
Neolithic longhouse, which 
was excavated near Cologne 


in Germany. There is also a 
lively representation of a hu- 
nter in an antler headdress 
based on a discovery at Star 
Carr in the north of England, 
dated 7,500 B.C. 

Groping for artistry 

At the same time it is int- 
riguing to study man’s grop- 
ings towards artistry as he< 
began to explore the possibi- 
lities of new materials picked 
up in his wanderings. If flint, 
stone, wood and clay were 
his standbv before metals, his 
tough fingers and curious mi- 
nd were also attracted to ob- 
sidian. a fine grained volcanic 
“glass" found in large deppsi- < 
ts on the islands of Melos and 
Lipari and in the Carpathian 
mountains. 

Amber, too,, fastffnated him 
as he gathered it along the 
coasts of the Baltic sea or ' 
found smaller deposits oil ea- 
stern England's seaboard, ^alo- 
ng the coasts of Sicily and 
the Black Sea. Rock crystal, 
fossils, shells abd bones pro- 
vided other raw materials as. - 
well as jadeite, a fine greed 


stune first used near its sour-' 
ce in the Alpine re cion. 

Although Tudeite axes have; 
been found in Western Euro-' 
pe they were non-functional; 
being so thin and highly po- 
lished that «ven a light blow 
would have shuttered them. 
So they must have represen- 
ted a trade or exchange to- 
ken, had ritual or aesthetic: 
use, or acted as status sym- 
bols. 

Spectrometry 

In their efforts to shed li- 
ght -.on the social and econo- 
mic practices of our' forebears 
today's research workers use- 
the ihost modern tools. 

One rexhibit illustrates dra- 
matically the use of analysis 
by ktomic absorption spectro- 
metry to trace ttye source of ' 
flint and. stone axes. By dril- 
ling a tinv core out of speci- 
mens. dissolving Jt , in hydro- 
'fluoric acid and then subject- ■ 
ing it.' -.To this analysis, the 
specialist discovers' the axe's 
sodium and potassium conte- 
nt. which relates it to specific 
mines.

Mr. Daoud, 68, the autocra- 
tic ruler of Afghanistan since 
1973, and his family were 
executed in the Presidential 
Palace grounds on Friday af- 
ter he refused to surrender. 

The names of the other mi- 
nisters were later broadcast 
by the radio. They include two 
colonels and one woman. 

Indian sources said that Mr. 
Karmal was the secretary of 
the party and Mr. Amir was 
a member of its Central Coun- 
cil. 

Yesterday the Revolutionary 
Council announced the appoin- 
tment of new governors and 


military commanders to the 
important cities of Kandahar 
and Jalalabad, indicating that 
the new regime was firmly in 
control of the outlying provin- 
ces. 

Ariana, the Afghan airline, 
and Indian Airlines today one- 
rated flights to Kabul for the 
first time since the coup. The 
International Airuort at Kab- 
ul was opened to traffic yes- 
terday.

This is a mandatory step for 
any foreign -contra lied organisation that intends lobbying or 
distributing political propaganda. 

Mr. Hussaini, once head of the Arab League Information 
Office in Washington, said in the documents that the PLO in- 
tended :o present the Palestinian viewpoint to the American 
public and to government officials.

ZAMBOANGA CITY. Philip- 
pines, May 2 (R).
